We are glad it had not 
grave consequences and that the at- 
tentions lavished on you permit you 
to return to your duties. (Applause.)" 


I?l. Labor! to .lnonsl 


M. Labori 
responded as 
follo%vs: 


"Monsieur Le President, permit me, 
notwithstanding 
my 
weakness and 


emotion, to reply to the address to me 
in such deeply touching terms. The 
visitation was particularly painful, as 
I was struck down when beginning to 
realize the beautiful dream of the last 
few years, namely to plead this case 
in all amplitude before a tribunal of 
soldiers." Great applause punctuated 
this passionate reply. It greatly effect- 
ed the audience. 
The lawyer's face 


showed emotion and fatigue. He was 
seated amid prolonged handclapping. 


Dreyfus Revile* to Rollin 


M. Genier was the first witness and 


was favorable to Dreyfus as his dis- 
position was 
hostile to Esterhazy. 


Dreyfus replying to Major Rollin who 
said of the papers seized in the pris- 
oner's room in 1S94, that certain pages 
of a text book of the school of war 
were missing. The prisoner retorted: 
"Not in 1894, my colonel" and caused a 
sensation. His interpretation was that 
the pages were torn out at the war 
office and the fact used as an insinu- 
ation that he communicated them to 
foreigners. 


Seized Everything; 


Referring to Rollins' evidence, M. 


Labori read the evidence of Guenee be- 
fore the court of cassation. Dreyfus, 
regarding the search of his house said: 
"Everything was seized without ex- 
ception." 


Five Years' Silence 


M. Ferret was next. He said at an 


officer's lunch, in 1894, he found Drey- 
fus and a civilian consulting a docu- 
ment connected with the transportation 
of troops. 


M. Dernange: "Why did you not give 


this evidence in 1894?" 


Witness regretted he overlooked it, 


and said it was not his business to sus- 
pect the chiefs. 


Demange, "The court svill form opin- 


ions on this five years' silence." 


Dreyfus Denies Again 


M. Labori asked when he first men- 


tioned the facts. 


Ferret, "I do not remember." (Mur- 


murs.)

statements as "vile insinuations" col- 
lected by the former minister of war.

tention between the local labor unions 
connected with the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers' union and the general officers of that 
union sjet-nis to have reached a critical 
stage. The«ne\v constitution, as adopt- 
ed by the Rorht-ster convention in June, 
is sui.poaej ;u gu into etfect in this city 
this, week.;., Tne joint council ot" the local 
unions declared against this convention 
nearly two weeks ago. and an extended 
discussion and correspondence have been 
going on ever since. . 
* 


Thi local unions and the general offi- 


cers have been preparing for battle ever 
since the opposition \\as openly de- 
clared. ITp to today six of the .seven 
unions of this c-ity have held meetings 
and all have voted to stand by the action 
of the local joint council. Each nas ap- | 
propriated money and adopted means of 
securing more to keep up the opposition. 


The.se unions together icpresent 3100 


workingmen, and there are 8000 in the I 
national body. The local joint council j 
has employed the best Ipgal counsel ob- 
tainable in the city, and their opinion 
is to the effect that the convention was 
illegal. One labor leader of this city 
says: ''Our servants (the general offi- 
cers) have posed as dictators." The 
local men claim that tb« officers have no 
power to grant or cancel the union 
stamp; that the power belongs to the 
joint council. Many of the local shops 
have the union stamp, and these may 
have to deal" with the general officers. 


The new constitution increased the 


dues to 25 cants a week and gave to the 
general office 66 2-3 a month instead of 
S cents, which was formerly received. 
The new constitution also suspended the 
referendum and gave the general offi- 
cers a two years' lease of office with- 
out a possibility of being succeeded by 
others. 


The local unionists complain of the un- 


fair apportionment of dues. Under the 
old system the local unions had 32 cents 
out of 4S, and now they only get 33 1-3 out 
of $1. Of the 66 2-3 which goes to the 
general office, one-third is to go to a 
strike fund, one-third to a newly created 
death and relief fund and the remainder 
goes to the general office for current ex- 
penses. Thus the general office will re- 
ceive 22 cents where is used to get 8. It 
will increase the income from a little 
over $7000 to over $21,000. President 
Tobin has been receiving $25 a week and 
Secretary Eaton $20. Recently they 
fixed it so each gets $22.50. Secretary 
Eaton has claimed that the stamp was 
the personal 
property of President 


Tobin, and that the"joint council only 
had a voice in issuing it.

WEATHER 
AND 
CROPS. 


Week's Average Rainfall the Smallest of the 


Season—Moisture Badly Needed. 


Boston. Aug. 22.—The New England 


section, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending Aug. 21: 


The weather in New England during 


the week was fair in all sections. Ex- 
cept dense fogs during two or three days, 
mostly in sections, of the'southern coast, 
there was abundant sunshine. The fair 
weather was favorable to farm work and 
outdoor work generally. On account of 
the great need of ram, crops and vege- 
tation in general made little progress. 
The weather was excessively warm in 
many inland sections. During the fore 
part of the week the nights were very 
cool, and frosts occurred in some parts of 
each state. 


The temperature ranged decidedly 


higher than for the preceding week. The 
average for the district was 69 degrees, 
which is 4 degrees higher than for the 
week ending- Aug. 14. The 
mercury 


ranged in the 90's in many sections, es- 
pecially those of the interior portion, 
during the closing days of the week. 
Owing to light winds and a high percent 
of moistare, the weather in many cases 
was reported unusually oppressive. The 
high temperature and prevailing drought 
were injurious to many growing crops. 


The average rainfall for the district 


was the smallest for any week of the 
season. For nearly the whole of the 
district there was no precipitation. Re- 
ports from Oldtown and Alford, Mass., 
indicate that seasonable conditions ob- 
tain in those localities, but for all other 
sections of the district crops and vege- 
tation generally are suffering for rain. 


Taking the district as an intregal, 


crops are at a standstill. A whole week 
hag passed without a drop of rain. Seven 
days without precipitation, combined 
with very high temperatures, have pro- 
duced a drought in sections where a 
week ago the soil was in seasonable con- 
dition. In other sections, where dry 
weather had prevailed for a week to a 
fortnight preceding the week just closed, 
crops have reached a critical stage. Corn 
is rolling and yellowing and the husks 
becoming dry; the ears not filling full 
and regularly. Tobacco and vines are 
drooping. Small fruits and beiries are 
stunted and are drying and are devoid 
of the usual juicy qualities. The dry 
weather is especially injurious to pas- 
tures, causing a great deficiency in fall 
feeding and grazing. It is also affecting 
the quality as well as the quantity of 
milk supply. Grass in many sections 
has become dry and brown, necessitat- 
ing- the feeding of stock at the barn much 
earlier than is customary. In some lo- 
calities the supply of stock water is be- 
coming a matter of serious considera- 
tion, resulting in many cases in great 
inconvenience and hardship to farmers. 
The ground is too dry for fall plowing 
and seeding, particularly in northern 
portions nf the district. 


While frosts have occurred in sections 


scattered throughout the territory, the 
only damage, so far as reported, was in 
pwts o£ the Dead River valley, Me., 
•where they were sufficiently heavy to 
injure vegetation.

Nothing in his 
appearance would contradict the con- 
tention of the Dreyfusards that he was 
Major Lauth's tool in the machinations 
of the general staff against Colonel Pic- 
q.uart, former chief of the intelligence 
department, who listened to M. Gribelin 
with an air of contemptuous impatience. 


Maitre Demanso, of counsel for the 


defence, was more successful than usual 
in cross-examining him, and visibly dis- 
concerted M. Gribelin. Counsel scored a 
distinct hit when he got M. Gribelin to 
admit that he mixed the intrigues of 
Paty de Clam and Henry to shield Es- 
terhazy, and when M. Gribelin was 
finally disposed of his evidence nad suf- 
fered badly. 


The session wound up with a scene, 


on account of the extraordinary conduct 
of Colonel Jouaust, president of the 
court, who permitted himself to make an 
unwarranted display of partiality. M.

Measuring Vessels For Their Outfit—What 


Sbip Cushions Are Made Of. 


When a new vessel is ready to be fitted 


out with her cushions, she is measured 
for them, not as a church would be, for 
a certain number of cushions of a spec- 
ified size to supply a certain number of 
pews, but every space in which a cush- 
ion is to be placed separately. 
On a 


large vessel there might be a number of 
cushions of the same dimensions, but 
marine architecture is such that cush- 
ions may be required on the same vessel 
in a great variety of forms, and of vary- 
ing dimensions even within given lines, 
narrower at one end, for instance, than 
at the other. And cushions are made to 
fit around masts, and around the round- 
ed ends of cabins, and in other spaces 
where they must be made in the form 
of an arc of a circle, and ship cushions 
a;s made V shaped and in other shapsis 
to fit into various nooks and jogs. 


All cushions are made with a vertical 


front edge, and most of them are made 
with a vertical rear edge, but ship 
cushions are often made with a ronnded 
or beveled rear edge to fit handsomely 
against the side of the vessel, which 
serves as a back to the seat, but may 
slope away at a sharper angle than seat 
backs commonly do. 


Practically every boat that is set 


afloat, whatever she may be, big or lit- 
tle, is individually measured through- 
out for her cushions. The same materi- 
als for stuffing cushions that are used 
on land are _ used on the water—hair, 
moss, cotton" and so on—and ship onsh- 
jons are sometimes stuffed with cork 
clippings for their buoyant properties. 
The materials most commonly used in 
covering chnrch cushions are damasks 
and reps, the damasks mor« generally. 
The material most commonly nsed in 
covering ship cushions is mohair plush, 
which is made in various colors and 
qualities. Leather is also nsed in cover- 
ing ship cushions, especially in smok- 
ing rooms and chartrooms and aboard 
yachts, and it costs little, if any, more 
than a fine quality of mohair plush.— 
New York Sun. 


ANGER AND EGGS. 


A Boston Man Says the Combination May 


Kcsnlt In Death. 


"•Never eat eggs while you are an- 


gry," said A. -E. Stewart of Boston. 
"My attention was first called to this 
strange fact by the tragic acd sudden 
death of a lady acquaintance in Boston 
several years ago. I accepted her hus- 
band's invitation to dine with them. 
Just as we were going in to dinner a 
servant did something that caused the 
lady to fly into a (errible rage. She had 
been irritable from some minor com- 
plaint for several days, and her hus- 
band calmed her ruffled feelings suffi- 
ciently for the dinner to be eaten in 
good temper. I noticed that she ate an 
unusually large amount of soft scram- 
bled eggs. Fifteen minutes after we 
left the dining room she was a corpse. 
She died in frightful convulsions be- 
fore the nearest doctor reached the 
house. The doctor was nnable to ascribe 
the cause. A few months later I wag 
visiting a brother in Connecticut, :md 
one of his sons died under similar cir- 
cumstances. Before breakfast one morn- 
ing tho boy, who was about 15 years 
old, had a fight with a neighbor's boy. 
Before his anger had subsided my 
nephew was called to breakfast. He ato 
four soft boiled eggs. Had I known as 
much then us I do now I would have 
prevented it. In less than a half hour 
after breakfast tho boy died with exact- 
ly tho same symptoms that were present- 
when iuy friend's wife died. This set 
tue to thinking about tho matter. 


"It wasn't long after this before a 


Beacon hill friend of mine expired sud- 
denly after a aieal. Tho doctors, as 
usunl, were divided in opinion on the 
cause of death. Some of them contend- 
ed that it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, and others are still holding cut- 
that it was apoplexy. Inquiry by mo 
developed tho fact that r»y friend was 
very angijy when he sat down at table 
and that he ate ^va eggs. With thoao 
developments I searohfed no further for 
the causo of his death. Ho was angry, 
ho ato eggSi and ne ^ic(J- If tneso are 
not links in the chain of cause and ef- 
fect, the human intellect is incapable of

THE PARSONS' SAUCE 


The arguments of the democratic press 


and of the anti-administration men in 
the Senator Parson^' case are laugh- 
able.

ANENT THE TAXES 


The assessors have made us richer by 


over three millions, but it is all on 
paper. It's a case of looking at our 
wealth through a magnifying glass. 
Thp tax rate goes down $2.50, but the 
amount to be collected in taxes hag 
gone up, that is we raise more money 
this year by taxation than ever we 
have done before. So there is no great 
satisfaction in looking at a smaller 
rate when it is found that the tax bill 
is larger. Of course the assessor's are 
not to blame. If the council votes to 
expend money and orders it to be raised 
by taxation it has got to be raised and 
the assessor is the helpless person who 
holds you up at the muzzle of the 
council's gun. But the council is held 
up itself one way and another. The 
school committee holds it up; the de- 
partment of public works does the 
same, and these departments are, in 
turn, held up by the people. So it 
comes that the people are responsible 
for the amount of tax paid. They in- 
sist on good schools, good roads, fine 
streets, an admirably equipped fire de- 
partment and so on. These all cost 
money and the money must be raised 
toy taxation. It is well to remember 
this when you are disposed to grumble 
because of the amount of your taxes. 


Tet, it is clear, that no matter who is 


responsible for our present degree of 
public expenditure, the time is pretty 
near at hand when the oft-promised 
economy must be put in practica, 


THE "WATER SUPPLY 


The threatened water famine again 


calls attention to- the almost criminal 
waste of water in this city. Perhaps 
there is not another city iti the; com- 
monwealth which uses more water per 
capita than North Adams. The garden 
hose is in constant and needless use. 
The city's water is being employed as 
a refrigerating element as well as be- 
ing employed for the numerous domes- 
tic, sanitary and other imperative pur- 
poses. The lawn sprinkler is a, con- 
stant and serious drain on the water 
supply, and where the sprinkler is not 
practicable the small hose is kept play- 
ing with slight intermission. Cooling 
the air close to the piazza or door step 
to make an outside sc-at or swing in a 
ha-mmoek a luxury in warm weather is 
a. common and lavish use of water. 
Added to this is the*depiorable waste 
because of very defective plumbing. 
It cannot be said whether this city Is 
more culpable than others in this res- 
pect but it can be said that if the 
plumbi-ng throughout the city were put 
into anything like good condition a 
very large amount of water would be 
eaved daily. It is not impossible to take 
measures to prevent the prodigal use 
and careless waste of water and such 
measures should be taken, even if it 
required an increased water rent or the 
imposing 
of 
penalties. 
Something 


should be done to make people more 
thoughtful in this matter. We have 
an abundant water supply if used with 
anything jiko reason, but a supply 
twice the capacity wiil not be adequate I 
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In a very short time if we persist In 
keeping things wide open. Let it be 
remembered that it is just at the season 
when water isi scarcest that the great- 
est demand is made'upon it.

The total 
issue of copies of the Scriptures at 
home and in foreign lands by the so- 
ciety during the last year amounted to 
1,380,892, of which 780,943 were issued 
from the Bible house, and 599,949 in for- 
eign lands. Reports of agents of the so- 
ciety in Mexico, Central and South 
America, and from Europe, Asia and 
Africa show a largely increased cir- 
culation of the Bible. Especially is this 
the case in China. In Japan, too, roy- 
alty has become interested, and the em- 
peror has acepted a copy of the Bible 
in English from the Bible societies, and 
a Japanese Bible from his Christian 
subjects. This does not look as if the 
faith founded in the Scriptures was in 
imminent danger of decay and death. 


The facts indeed all point to an in- 


crease of faith, to larger and more en- 
during moral and religious progress, to 
greater life and power for every agency 
designed to promote the happiness and 
well-being of men.—Leslie's Weekly.

Work of the Peace Conference 


At the request of the correspondent 


here of the Associated Press, Andrew 
D. White, United States embassador to 
Germany, who wasi president of the 
American rieace commission) at The 
Hague, has written the following1 in 
regard to the result of the conference: 
"In my opinion great good was accom- 
plished, far more, in fact, than any of 
us dared expect or even hoped when we 
came together. As to disarmament, ev- 
erybody really thinking upon the sub- 
ject must see that a good system of 
arbitration must come first and that 
then, when arbitration has diminished 
the liklihooodi of war, the argument 
for cutting down forces and. arma- 
ments is greatly strengthened. The log- 
ical order, then, is first, arbitration and 
next disarmament. 


"As to the plan, of arbitration, any 


compulsory system is at present utter- 
ly out of the question. There are so 
many international differences involv- 
ing questions of race, religion, security, 
and even national existence, and the 
difficulty of drawing a, line between 
those and questions which may prop- 
erly be arbitrated is so Hisurm.ounta.ble 
that there is not a nation on the face 
of the earth willing to risk an obliga- 
tory system. Far better then than any 
compulsory arbitration, which: prob- 
ably, even if it had been adopted by the 
conference, not one of the powers would 
have finally ratified, is a thoroughly 
good system of voluntary arbitration 
recourse to which public opinion will 
enforce more and more, and this I 
earnestly believe that the conference 
has presented to the world. 


"Some of the features in the rlan 


adopted were due to the 'United States, 
some to Great Britain, some to Russia, 
some to various other powers, and, in 
my judgment, the plan thus adopted ia 
far more valuable than any scheme 
presented by any one of the powers 
at the beginning. The present plan is 
the result of most careful thought by 
the foremost international lawyers, 
statesmen and diplomats of Europe, to 
say nothing of other parts of the world; 
they gave their whole souls to it, their 
pride was involved in it, and it will, I 
believe, be found to work satisfactorily. 


"The great point gained 
is that 


whereas formerly an arbitration; court 
could only provide after long corres- 
pondence between cabinets and nego- 
tiatons between ministers and debates 
in parliamentary bodies, a.nd hunting 
for proper judges, and discussions ag 
to procedure, and a thousand other de- 
lays, just when time was most pre- 
cious, the conference has given to the 
world an arbitration tribunal as an ac- 
tual and permanent institution, with 
judges, procedure, officers of the court, 
place of meeting and accessories all 
provided. It has added as subsidiary 
to its main features carefully system- 
atized plan* of mediation, both general 
and special, which are likely In, many 
cases to prove exceedingly valuable in 
preventing nations from drifting into 
war. 


"It has also provided a system of 


commissions of inquiry ,by which real 
questions and grievances at issue can 
be ascertained and brought out to be 
coolly considered instead of the wild 
charges, counter charges, calumnies, 
sensational reports and rumors which 
have hitherto done so much to hurry 
that, as time goes on, a. resort to the 
tribunal now created will become more 
and more usual and natural, and that 
the pressure of public opinion in all 
rases where questions at issue can pos- 
sibly be settled will be far more effect- 
ive than any attempt at'compulsory 
resorts to a high international court. 


"This is certainly a great gain, and as 


has been very justly observed in a very 
remarkable 
and thoughtful 
recent 


article in the Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung, the conference deserves credit 
for not attempting to go further. To 
have done so would have provoked re- 
sistance and reaction, which would 
have left the possibilities of war more 
serious even than they have been hith- 
erto. But even without an arbitration 
plan, the result would have Justified 
pur two-months' work. The extension 
of-the Geneva rules to maritime war- 
fare and the improvement and es- 
tablishment of the best system possi- 
ble at present of the laws and customs 
of war would of Itself bo a sufficient 
result. 


"With arbitration ua'tod to this, I 


feel that the world will be satisfied ia 
timo that we have made a good begin- 
ning, valuable Indeed at the outset, but 
likely to grow more and more valuable 
as time goes on. As to gradual dis- 
armament, that will come later. Of 
course the people who insist on having 
fruit on the day the tree is planted will 
sneer at our work, but history will, I 
believe, judge differently. 


HERRING BOATS. 


Vbelr Peculiar Rig — One of Them Sails 


From Cornwall to Australia. 


The fleets of herring fishing boats sail- 


ing out of the ports of Great Britain 
are grand seagoing oraft, strong and 
swift, and able to stand the stormiest 
weather. ' They are nsnally«rigged with 
two stumpy mSsts and carry enormous 
square Ingeails, which have to be low- 
ered and raised every time the boats 
"come about." In Scotland and the 
English and Irish ports they are called 
luggers, but iu the isle of Man have 
the local name of "nickies." 


In many oases the crews own tha 


boats, each man having a share, but in 
any case the fishermen have &n interest 
in the amount of fish sold and are paid 
according to results. It is a glorious 
eight to see these boats racing home aft- 
er a good haul, the first boat in having 
the beat market for the fish. 


It ia not uncommon at Tarbot, the 


headquarters of the Looh Frone boats; 
Peel, in the isle of Man; Penzanoe, in 
Cornwall, and at some Irish ports to 
see the fish taken away by cartloads to 
be used by the farmers for manure at 
times when an unusually big catch has 
oversupplied the market 


In many places during the summer 


there are races organized by the towns- 
people and; visitors for these luggers, 
and the interest in the events is far 
more keen ^ than in the finest yacht 
races. Only, recently a Penzance lugger 
was sailed' by fcer crew to Australia, 
and made ^the passage in wonderfully 
quick time. • The large boats are manned 
by from 20 to 80 men, the weight of 
the lugaails making a big crew a neces- 
sity. In most cases the sails are stained 
a reddish brown, and distinguishing let- 
ters and i numbers on the sail tell to 
what port the craft belongs. — New 
York Sun.

FLEET OF TRANSPORTS. 


How the Troops Will Be Car- 


ried to the Philippines. 


COMFORTS ABOABD THE SHIPS, 


Remarkable Provision* Mode For 


SoliUern of the United State* on th,e 
Government and Chartered Ve»~ 
•eld—Charter Price* of tne Troop- 
•hlp»—Handling the Live Stock. 
The plans of the war department at 


Washington for the mobilization of 
the new army for the Philippines con- 
template the landing of the last of the 
troops in Manila by Nov. 22. 
The 


number to be moved over the sea ag- 
gregates 17,370 enlisted men and 693 
officers. 


No government in all history ever 


transported its armies across the seas 
with anything like the comfort to the 
men that the United States is giving 
to its soldiers who are swit to the 
Philippines, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
The chartered transport 


fleet, comprising at present about 17 
vessels—all-on the Pacific—represents 
an enormous cost to the government. 


The steamship City of Para costs 


$800 a day for the charter alone. She 
can carry about 1,000 men, and she 
and the others will make two round 
trips to Manila. 
The Indiana costs 


$25,000 a mouth and carries nearly 
1,000 men. The charter price of the 
Newport is $1,000 a day, with a capaci- 
ty of about COO men. The Tartar costs 
$1,000 a day. These are all troopships. 
The charter price of other troopships 
in the fleet ranges from $000 a day to 
$900. Several vessels have been char- 
tered •which have a capacity for freight 
and animals only. They will carry the 
cavalry horses, supplies and baggage. 
The government pays from $200 a day 
to $600 a day for these. 


The names of the vessels, owned or 


chartered, comprising the Philippine 
fleet, with their passenger capacities, 
are as follows: Grant, 1,800 men; Sher- 
idan, 1,800; Sherman, 1,800; Hancock, 
1,250; Pennsylvania, 1,200; Valencia, 
500; Zealandia, 600; City of Para, 
1,000; Tartar, 200; Indiana, 900; New- 
port, 500; Ohio, 734; City of Sydney; 
700; Senator, 712; St. Paul, 850; Mor- 
gan City, 630. 


The big transports owned by the 


government are 
model troopships. 


When the Grant, which took a regi- 
ment from New York to Manila, via 
Suez, landed at Gibraltar, the British 
officers who boarded her were amazed 
at the completeness of the vessel. They 
knew the United States had never pos- 
sessed a transport service, and they 
could not understand how such a serv- 
ice could be got up so quickly. Fur- 
thermore, the vessel bad arrangements 
for the comfort of the men which ex- 
celled the usual army transports used 
by European governments. 


The Grant, the Sheridan and the 


Sherman are complete in every way, 
and several other vessels are now be- 
ing put into similar condition at ship- 
yards on the Atlantic coast. 
The 


sleeping quarters are as comfortable 
as those at any army post. The men 
lie in iron framed bunks, with clean 
bedding and plenty of fresh air and 
light. 
Electric fans furnish cooling 


breezes, and ventilating pipes are rang- 
ed along the sides of the ship, so that 
by turning a stop cock .1 stream of cold 
air can be thrown into the cabin. Lav- 
atories are furnished, so that the men 
can keep clean. The mess arrange- 
ments are good, and the soldiers are 
supplied regular army rations, well 
cooked aud plentiful. 


On the chartered transports the men 


are made very comfortable. 
After 


taking over the vessel the government 
proceeds to equip the ship for the serv- 
Ice. The men sleep in wooden bunks, 
but they have good army bedding. The 
fare is the array ration for the enlist- 
ed men, furnished by the subsistence 
department. 
The officers live in the 


cabin, of course, and have a mess of 
their own. Electric fans and wind 
sails are installed in the chartered 
ships, and extra portholes are cut iu 
the sides of the vessels to admit air 
and light. The war department op- 
erates the transports without the aid 
of the navy. The masters and crews 
of the ships operated by the govern- 
ment are employed just as in the mer- 
chant service, but they are uniformed 
and are considered civilian" employees 
of the war department. An officer of 
the quartermaster's department goes 
on each vessel, and the ships carry a 
staff of medical officers. When any of 
the men become ill, they are taken 
care of by skillful surgeons. 


Th'e distance from San Francisco to 


Manila by sea is 7,050 miles. From 
New York to San Francisco by rail the 
distance is 3,260 miles, and the aver- 
age time from New York to Manila by 
rail and sea is 30 days. On the other 
hand, from New York to Manila via 
the Suez canal the distance is 12,065 
miles, and, steaming at a rate of 12 
knots an hour, the average length of 
the passage is 42 days. 


The handling of the live stock for 


the Philippines is to be a very inter- 
esting work. About 3,000 horses nn-1 
several hundred mules will be trans- 
ported. 
The freight ships will have 


special arrangements for stalls for the 
animals, and the stock will receive 
every attention which humanity sug- 
gests and policy requires, for the ani- 
mals will have to be in good condi- 
tion for hard service. It is proposed 
to send the freight ships by the north- 
ern route, stopping in Alaska and also 
ftt Nagasaki, Japan, where the horses 
and mules will be put ashore and ez- 
ercised.

A VERY SMALL RAINSTORM 


Reservoir Drops a Foot Yesterday. 


Less to be Used on Streets 


The city was treated to the edge of a 


thunder storm last night, which fur- 
nished considerable water for 
the 


country west of here, but which helped 
this city only a little. At the notch the 
rainfall was just -OS of an inch, whilei 
at Broad Brook the fall was recorded 
at .22 of an inch, 


The storm brought with it a cooler 


wave, however, that was most agree- 
able, and today has been far more com- 
fortable than yesterday. The rain was 
not enough to do much good to the 
city's water supply, although the Broad 
Brook reservoir was about two-thirds 
filled by it. The brook, however, was 
not swelled to any considerable extent, 
and the notch reservoir water will have 
to furnish liquid for the Broad Brook 
mains just the same. 


The fact of the arrival of a storm of 


any dimensions so soon after the issu- 
ing of the orders against the use of 
hose in the city was amusing, especi- 
ally as a former order restricting the 
use of hose to half an hour a day was 
followed by a similar storm. It will 
not, 
however, have any effect on the 


orders, as thr> reservoir was not raised 
at all, and this morning was a foot 
lower than yesterday morning, stand- 
ing at an even 30 feet. This was the 
greatest fall of the reservoir in one day 
that has been recorded. 


Commissioner Temple has 
notified 


Mr. Yon, who does the street sprink- 
ling, to be extremely careful in the use 
of water, and to get along with the 
smallest possible quantity. 


COUNCILMAN LADAM LEAVES 


Will Remain Permanently With Norwood 


Foundry Co. His Council Position 


Louis Ladam 6f Brooklyn street left 


the city this morning' to go to Norwood, 
where he will manage the business of 
the Norwood Foundry company. He 
left yesterday the Hunter Machine 
company, where he has worked for 
many years with the exception of the 
time that he ran a foundry of his own 
on Brooklyn street.

Cornelius Junior Has Designed 


One With New Features. 


BUILT TOE FBEIQHT SERVICE, 


VOHHB Inventor'* Ixkcomotlve Una a 


Nrw Type of Fire Box »nd Holler. 
Stay Dolt* In Part of Machine Have 
Been Done Away With, Thereby 
Effecting Big Saving. 


Cornelius Vanclerbilt, Jr., had the 


sntisi'action of riding In the cab of a 
locomotive of his own design and con- 
struction tl:e other day. This locomo- 
tive contains certalp features which 
are radically new In locomotive en- 
gineering and which represent changes 
that had not been made since the days 
of Stepheusou. Mr. Vanderbilt's new 
locomotive is designed especially for 
freight service, says the New York 
Times. It is numbered 1)47 and was 
built in the New York Central and 
Hudson River railroad machine shops 
at West Albany. It was made entire- 
ly from ideas of Cornelius Yanderbilt, 
Jr. 


The boiler Is wholly different from 


those at present used ou locomotives. 
In this new design the boiler and fire- 
box are harmoniously cylindricated, 
doing away entirely with the necessity 
for stay bofts. 
At present the great 


trouble In all locomotive boilers is 
caused by stay bolts, which break, and 
leaks result. The modern boiler has 
from 1,200 to 2,000 of these stay bolts 
In each lire box. The fire box, having 
the requisite strength L-y having a 
cylindrical corrugated body, meets tae 
objections found in the old style of 
construction, the new flre box being 
held in place by sling stays from the 
top of the boiler. 
The small sized 


cylindrical flre boxes are used almost 
exclusively in marine boilers. 
With 


few exceptions every ship in the Unit- 
ed States navy has them. 
This fire 


box arrangement has never before 
been satisfactorily worked out for a 
locomotive boiler. 


Jlr. Yauderbllt, in speaking of his In- 


vention, said: 


"After I had worked out the original 


design, I found that the idea of a 
cylindrical fire box for locomotive boil- 
ers had been attempted in Germany, 
but had failed. Since my design has 
proved to be practicable, It may be 
well to say that it differs in several 
points from the German attempt. I 
think I' have overcome the difficulties 
which the Germans encountered. The 
general design of -my boiler, in my 
opinion, insures its success." 


Any person familiar with locomotive 


construction, looking closely at the 
new engine, caunot fail to see that 
there is a great difference In construc- 
tion. The boiler surface of the new 
engine is cylindrical, the large diam- 
eter of the back portion b?ing joined 
to the smaller ring in front by & conical 
wagon top. Mr. A'auderbilt's engine is 
of the ten wheel type, the cylinders 
being 20 by 28 inches, nnd the weight 
being 113,300 pfnmds on the drivers 
aud 40,700 pounds on the trucks, mak- 
ing a total of IIJO.OOO pounds. 


In the tests that have been made of 


this engine it was demonstrated that 
if Mr. Vacrtcrbllt's Invention was not 
more efficient than the ordinary stand- 
ard locomotive there was an enormous 
saving iu maintenance. There are 1,000 
locomotives in the service of the New 
York Central railroad, and it is claimed 
that if Mr. Vauderbilt's invention la 
adopted the expenses of the system 
will be reduced by several hundred 
thousand dollars. 


The first trial of Mr. Vanderbilt's 


locomotive was had on Aug. 15. The 
new engine, which came out of the 
shop at a cost of between $13,000 and 
$14;000, was attached to a train of 
f>0 freight' ears, mostly empty, on the 
Mohawk division of the road. The trip 
was from AVest Albany to Syracuse, 
about 138 miles. The now engine ac- 
complished this trip in ten hours, stop- 
ping often In consequence of delays 
caused by passenger traffic. Mr. Vnn- 
derbilt was in the cab and to a large 
extent directed the operation of the 
engine. It steamed remarkably well. 


The locomotive came back, and with 


pnly three hours' rest the same crew 
started back from West Albany with 
63 freight cars. This run was made in 
8 hours and 15 minutes, there being the 
usual delays. It was demonstrated that 
with a clear track Mr. Vanderbilt's 
freight locomotive could run on an av- 
erage, without being forced, at 2,~> or 2G 
miles an hour. 
Several miles were 


made at a speed of 30 miles an hour, 
the locomotive frequently blowing oft 
both safety valves. This trinl is much, 
more exacting than is usually given 
freight engines on their first coming 
out. 


Mr. Vauderbilt's engine is now in 


service on the Mohawk division and 
Will be used until its practicability 
Is completely demonstrated. James 
Buchanan, the superintendent of the 
West Albany shops, who accompanied 
Mr. Vanclerbilt on these trial trips, 
says that ho Regards this invention not 
only as practical and useful, but that 
probably it will be adopted by all rail- 
roads for freight service. Mr. Vaiulcr- 
bilt more than a year ago desigued an 
engine which embodied ideas other 
thau those found iu this later one, 
which has been in operation ever since 
on the New York Central road. lie also 
recently prepared plans and specifica- 
tions for new engines, pumps and all 
necessary machinery for two up to 
date ocean tugs in the New York Cen- 
tra! fleet. 


Young Mr. Vanderbilt, having spent 


some lime in (!ic motor power depart- 
ment of the New York Central road, is 
now in the civil engineers' department, 
giving his attention to matters which 
the ordinary railroad man seldom con- 
cerns himself about

LEAN MEAT. * 


It Sometime! Contains as Much as Sevcn- 


- ty-elght Per Cent of Water. 


Lean meat, it may surprise many to 


learn, is ranch more watery than fat 
meat; This may be illustrated by the 
statement that very lean meat may con- 
tain as much as 78 per cenj; of water, 
while very fat pork may contain only 
10 per cent. The flesh of fish is more 
watery than ordinary butcher meat. 
Thus salmon contains five-eighths of its 
total weight of water, cod four-fifths 
and flounders six-sevenths. 


Amoug the foods which may be cited 


as containing but a small percentage of 
water, and consequently as dry food, 
are flour and oatmeal, and sugar is a 
food entirely devoid of it. The animai 
body has often been aptly likened to a 
machine, and-, like all machines, it re- 
quires fuel to keep it working. 
Now 


this fuel it obtains from'the food which 
we eat, aud in default of food tho ani- 
mal tissao itself is drawn upon. JTood, 
therefore, keeps the animal body warm 
and yields the muscular energy necessary 
for the accomplishment of the work 
which tlio body does. In this capacity 
the three classes of food nutrients may 
all be concerned. 


The value of a food may be estimated 


in terms of the iftnount of heat it will 
give rise to. The most concentrated food 
fuel is fat. When fat is burned, it gives 
rise to twice as much heat as is given 
by the burning of either the albuminoids 
or the carbohydrates. Fatty foods, there- 
fore, possess a much greater heating 
value than rjonfatty foods.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

Do yon supposs it pays her, 
and can such a choice on her part be 
defended on large grounds as promotive 
of the greatest good of the greatest 
number? Is it a fact, as has been flip- 
pantly suggested, that she moves to 
England to get country life because we 
have no good roads here yet, or, on the 
contrary, can it be demonstrated that 
one reason our country roads are so bad 
ia that the American girl cannot abide 
the country and promptly carries her 
man off to town at the earliest moment 
that sees his endeavors blessed with 
the necessary income? la it her fault 
that country interests tend too much to 
fall to the cara of a residuum that is 
too poor to get away, or has the coun- 
try life not much to do one way or the 
other with her British propensities?

EVAPORATED BANANAS. 


A New Delicacy to Bo Placed Upon 


the American Market. 


Evaporated bananas are to be a new 


delicacy in the markets of the United 
States. Mr. Arthur F. Spawn of Balti- 
more-is said to be the originator of the 
idea and after a trip to Jamaica has 
sent representatives down there to 
erect a plant for carrying out the plan. 
As yet the evaporation idea Is in its in- 
fancy, but there seems to be no doubt 
that It will be perfected, and bananas 
that now cannot be shipped from Ja- 
maica In the natural state will reach 
the markets of the United States in 
another form. 


Mr. Spawn expects «o place his first 


evaporated fruit on the market this 
fall, says the Baltimore Sun. What- 
ever may be the state of the weather 
the prepared banana can reach th'e 
market in an attractive state without 
being affected by the summer heat 
or winter chill, as is the case with fruit 
when forwarded in its original bunch 
from the plant. In a small way the 
evaporated fruit has been tried in Eu- 
rope, to which country It Js impossible 
to send it in the natural state. Con- 
fectioners like evaporated bananas aa 
a base for candied fruits, and bakers 
can use them in a variety of ways. 


Bananas have been evaporated to 


some extent in Nicaragua, and, accord- 
ing to authentic information, if the 
plan proves successful the Industry 
will be introduced into the banana pro- 
ducing districts 
throughout Central 


America, the West Indies and proba- 
bly all other tropical and semitropical 
regions where the banana is grown. 


The general method of evaporation 


is that pursued with Juicy fruits. The 
thonraghly ripe banana is placed In 
an oven and subjected to heat for 24 
to 48 hours, as may be required. The 
sugar crystallizes on the outside. The 
evaporated product is then packed in 
boxes for the wholesale trade. 
It 


takes six pounds of fresh fruit to 
make one pound evaporated; hence 
the economy of space in trasportlng ia 
important, to say nothing of the sav- 
ing in preventing decay in transit. 


WEDS A FUNSTON HERO. 


A Sparrow Prlma Don»a» 


M. Mingand, a naturalist of Nimes, 


France, gives, in La Revue Soientifique, 
an interesting account of the musical 
accomplishments of a sparrow in his 
collection of living birds. He captured 
the sparrow soon after it had been 
batched and fed it by hand until it 
could care for itself. Then be placed it 
in a cage containing a chaffinch, a gold- 
finch and two canaries. After a time 
the sparrow learned to warble like the 
finches and to trill like the canaries, the 
imitations being so perfect as to deceive 
the ear. In spring M. Mingaud is ac- 
customed to keep a box of crickets near 
his birdcages. 
Two days after th« 


crickets had been placed near the cage 
containing the sparrow the latter began 
to imitate their cry, intermingling it 
•with its songs. Even after the crickets 
had long been dead the sparrow remem- 
bred its lesson and continued to repeat 
their cry. None of the other birds at- 
tempted to imitate the crickets. Singu- 
larly enough, the sparrow never utters 
the peculiar squalling cry of its own 
species, having been removed from its 
nest too early, apparently, to have 
learned it.

THE ONLY WHITE BUFFALO.

During the summer ofVlSTS bands of 


Indians returning from .a 'bnntj far out 
on the plains brought in ttoriei of hav- 
ing seen at different times and in differ- 
ent places, and always in the center of 
a large btnrd. a white buffalo. They tad 
need their best horses in the effort to 
overtake it to no purpose, never being 
able to get anywhere near the animal. 
At first wa did not pay* much attention 
to these stories, bnt still it kept crop- 
ping op from different camps, and at 
last, in tiw fall of 1876, I myself had a 
ebfiBCAiowrixy the troth of the report, 
I had been sent on duty north along the 
Bed Deer river and was camped near a 
large band of Blaokf eet, who were hunt- 
ing south of that river. The buffaloes had 
moved north in vast numbers, and the 
prairie was black with them. 


I bad gone out one morning with a 


party of Blaokfeet to see one of their 
hunts, and also to try and kill for my- 
self. My horse was a good one and much 
faster than any belonging to the Indian 
hunters. I had got detached from the 
party, becoming tired of the slaughter, 
and must have been at least 20 miles 
from camp, when I made for a small 
clump of timber not far off, intending 
to build a fire and roast a portion of 
some buffalo meat I had on the saddle 
with me. As I approached the wood a 
band of about 100 animals burst out of 
the brush and made off to the south, 
and, yes, most certainly, in the middle 
of them was a white buffalo. Although 
they were a quarter of a mile away, 
there could be no mistake about it. He 
was there as large as life and quite 
white and running like a deer. There 
was no time to much more than take in 
the scene, bnt I gathered up the reins 
and was after him, determined to bag 
that buffalo or kill my horse. 


Oh, what a race it was, mile after 


mile! And, although all the band, with 
the exception of about a dozen, had 
split off and gone in different direc- 
tions, the white animal, with his body- 
guard of about a dozen kept at about 
the same distance ahead. I could catch 
a, glimpse of him now and then, and 
there was no doubt he was snow white. 
Get within shot I could not for many 
miles. At last they began to tire, and, 
although my horse tired also, I had 
good hopes of coming up and getting a 
shot. Alas, for such a chance! Of a 
sudden my horse lurched forward on 
his nose, sending me over his head on to 
the prairie and turning a somersault 
himself, missing me by only a few feet. 
He had put his foot into a badger hole 
and brought my hopes of a white robe 
to a sudden end.—Forest and Stream.

Variotts Ways o( .Correctly Guiding the 


Course of a Teasel. 


Gnstav Kobbe contributes an article ' 


to St. Nicholas. Mr. Kobbe says: 


Sailors steer by the wake of the ship. 


When a vessel is ^n.nning free—that is, 
•with the wind dead astern—she must 
leave a straight vfSke, or she is not run- 
ning a straight courser When sho is ' 'on 
the Wind," her canvas full, not shiver- 
ing—when she is / 


As near aa aherwill lie 
By keeping full and bye— 


her vrake will be at an angle greater or 
less, according tO'ihe force of the wind 
and the speed of febe-vessel. '-This angle 
measures what we call the ship's "lee 
way"—that which she loses from a true 
course. With a vessel hove to in a gale 
the leeway becomes very large and is 
called the "drift." 


Coasting craft steer by the line of 


•white surf on the shore or in thick 
weather by its roar as it breaks on 
tb'e beach or rocks.' They haul in to 
catch the sound,''then keep off until 
they lose it, and then haul in again to 
a central*iine and maintain it. An old 
sea dog once told me that one thick 
night, coming up along the coast with 
a head wind so that they had to tack in 
and off shore, they sailed their tacks, 
or ran their "legs," by candles—run- 
ning off shore long enough to bnrn out 
two candles, but burning one for the 
inshore leg, so as to avoid standing in 
too close. 


The Alaska steamers on the inside 


route between the main coast and nu- 
merous outlying islands steer, even in 
running through the narrowest chan- 
nels, by the varying echoes of the pad- 
dles from the shores. 


A given course can also be run by 


soundings, or, rather, by a line of 
soundings. In entering New York har- 
bor keep in, say, 15, 30, 40 fathoms, no 
less, until yon get 10 fathoms. If then 
the lead shows fine white sand, look oat 
for Sandy Hook lightship. Coarse yel- 
low sand will land you on Fire island.

C»D»ot*y For food. 


To the lay mind nothing Deems to au- 


gur ao strongly in favor of .rptraet health 
as a hearty appetite. ForUtermon, 
there would teem to to a itrong con- 
viction in the pubtto mind. Banntiflftfl 
by tradition fiom time abnoat'imme- 
morial, that toe more » man eata the 
better hew. The qjomotlty o* food-tbat 
many people naturally eat fa very large 
ta compared ,witb their aotoal pbyn- 
ologioal reqaim-uneota Add to thU the 
many tempting forma in which food ia 
presented to the palate by our modern 
culinary arts, the sharpening of the ap- 
petite by the anteprandial cocktail, the 
stimulus afforded the appetite by a bot- 
tle of good wine, and the result ii often 
the consumption of an amotint of food 
that. simply overwhelms the aaimila- 
tive organs. Snob indulgence, if unre- 
stricted and habitual, taxea both the as- 
similative and the excretory organs to 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with sedentary life, and, more- 
over, it lends an additional impetus to 
the evils springing from the use of im- 
proper quality of food. 


The human elaborating and excretory 


mechanism was evidently adjusted for 
ordinary wear and tear to an average 
limited period of about 70 yean. Un- 
der 40 per cent of extra work we muat 
naturally expect impairment or break- 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from Bright's dis- 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
50 or 55 who should, and under prop- 
erly regulated lives, and habits would, 
have attained tb» natural age of 70 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
such people usually spring from excep- 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their imme- 
diate ancestors lived to advanced ages 
of 80 years or more. This paradox, how- 
ever, is more apparent than real, for in- 
vestigation will usually reveal the fact 
that for the most part the parents in 
such cases were people of more simple 
habits, such as corresponded with New 
England life 75 or 100 years ago. 


The truth is that the well to do man 


of today lives in a faster age than that 
of his father and grandfather. He meets 
with greater opportunities and possi- 
bilities and therefore greater stimulus 
to all his energies. He more easily ac- 
quires pecuniary resources, and in 
larger amounts, and therefore he pos- 
sesses greater luxuries of domestic life. 
With these come greater temptations to 
excess. While he has often inherited a 
splendid constitution from his ances- 
tors, unlike them he has run his phys- 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
and it must of necessity more quickly 
wear out.—-Charles W. Purdy, M. D., 
in North American Review.
